At  the  close  of  another  year,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a 
a  report  of  the  way  in  which  the  school  fund  has  been  expended, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  schools. 
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The  amount  of  money  appropriated  at  the  last  town  meeting 
was  $1288.00;  added  to  this  was  about  $150.00,  board  and 
wood  given  in  several  districts — amounting  to  $1438.00. 

Very  much  to  the  surprise  of  your  committee,  the  practice 
continued  for  so  many  years,  of  appropriating  a  portion  of  the 
school  fund  equall}'  among  the  several  districts — the  rest  pro 
rata — was  abandoned,  and  the  whole  sum  was  distributed  pro 
rata.  The  result  was  that  the  smaller  districts  had  less  mono}* 
this  year  than  last,  while  the  larger  had  very  much  more.  Thus 
those  that  needed  the  increase  were  injured  by  the  change,  and 
those  who  did  not  need  it  were  not  helped,  although  a  much 
larger  sum  was  placed  at  their  disposal.  My  conviction  is, 
that  greater  good  is  accomplished  by  the  former  amount  dis- 
tributed as  in  3'ears  past,  than  the  larger  amount  as  distributed 
now.  My  recommendation  is  that  the  present  amount  be  ap- 
propriated, and  that  three-hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  at  least, 
be  equally  distributed,  the  rest  pro  rata. 

All  the  teachers  employed  have  labored  faithfully,  honestly, 
and  diligently  for  the  advancement  of  the  schools,  and  the  work 
done  has  been  of  a  higher  order  than  the  average  of  past  years. 
Too  man)'  of  them,  however,  have  no  special  love  for  their 
work,  only  as  a  means  of  gaining  money  or  simply  as  a  stepping- 
stone  to  something  better.  Hence  they  do  not  study,  do  not 
read  educational  works,  are  not  growing  themselves,  and  can- 
not lead  and  inspire  as  those  who  can  bring  things  new  as  well 
as  old,  into  their  every  da}r  teaching.  It  is  a  reproachful  fact  to 
the  teachers  and  the  town  that  none  have  attended  the  Normal 
School,  and  few,  even  Teacher's  Institutes.  Prudential  com- 
mittees do  not  fully  realize  that  the  success  or  failure  of  the 
school  depends  largely  on  their  wisdom  in  selecting  teachers  ; 
first-class  teachers  cannot  be  obtained  for  third-rate  pa}T. 

Some  other  circumstances  have  prevented  the  greatest  useful- 
ness of  our  schools.  There  has  been  alack  of  harmony  in  some 
districts.  Unfortunately,  personal  or  sectional  variance  influ- 
ences our  schools  more  than  it  ought,  and  it  is  only  by  the  ut- 
most harmony  that  the  greatest  good  is  accomplished.  Also,  a 
lack  of  perfect  understanding  between  parents  and  teachers.  It 
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is  not  right,  or  well,  for  parents  to  circulate  reports  to  a  teach- 
er's injury,  unless  they  first  let  the  teacher  know,  by  personal 
information,  or  through  prudential  or  supervising  committee,  the 
faults  charged.  Again,  with  very  rare  exceptions,  it  is  unwise 
to  employ  teachers  who  have  recently  been  pupils  in  the  dis- 
trict where  they  teach.  It  is  harder  for  the  teacher,  and  if  there 
be  any  jealous,  evil  disposed  person  in  the  district,  trouble  will 
surely  be  made,  much  mischief  done,  and  the  usefulness  of  the 
school  greatly  injured. 

D  u ring  the  year  we  have  completed  the  introduction  of  Harp- 
er's geographies,  and  for  three  years,  at  least,  it  is  hoped  the 
same  will  prove  satisfactory  to  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils.  A 
change  in  readers  is  very  much  to  be  desired,  and  Franklin's 
readers  are  recommended,  both  on  account  of  intrinsic  merit, 
and  the  fact  that  several  of  the  adjoining  towns  have  already 
adopted  this  series. 

There  is  great  need  of  maps,  dictionaries,  and  illustrative 
apparatus.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  an  act  was 
passed  authorizing  the  school  officers  to  purchase  a  map  of  New 
Hampshire.  W e  have  been  urged  by  the  publishers  to  do  so, 
but  have  not  deemed  it  best  to  purchase,  as  there  are  other 
things  much  more  imperatively  demanded.  The  excellent  maps 
in  the  special  geographies  of  New  England,  obviate  largely  this 
need.  A  petition  will  be  circulated  asking  the  next  Legisla- 
ture to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  the  literary  fund  for  the 
purchase  of  maps,  books  and  apparatus.  If  this  is  granted 
and  wisely  expended,  it  will  be  of  very  great  advantage  to  the 
schools. 

DlSTKICT  NO.  1. 

Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Cora  Manahan.  It  was 
the  teacher's  first  term,  and  although  the  school  was  very  small 
was  excellent.  One  class  of  small  scholars  made  the  greatest 
advancement  I  have  ever  seen  made  by  an}T  class  in  so  short  a 
time. 

Winter  term  taught  by  E.  F.  Hastings.  He  did  as  good  work 
as  could  be  expected  with  such  a  variety  of  pupils.  Six  or 
seven  different  districts  and  towns  came  together  to  form  this 
school.

District  No.  2. 

Miss  Knowlton  taught  the  summer  and  fall  terms,  and  proved 
an  exception  to  the  general  rule,  that  a  teacher  is  not  success- 
ful at  home,  and  in  this  school  full)'  maintained  her  excellent- 
reputation  as  a  teacher. 

Winter  term,  H.  Alonzo  Baker  taught.  The  examination  of 
this  teacher,  his  success  in  teaching  in  other  towns,  and  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  school  when  visited  at  the  commencement, 
promised  very  great  usefulness.  The  teacher's  understanding 
was  perfect,  his  manner  of  imparting  good.  At  the  end  of 
eight  weeks,  a  division  arose  about  a  vacation  and  the  length  of 
the  term,  and  Mr.  Baker  finding  that  some  were  dissatisfied 
with  his  management  of  the  school,  chose  to  leave  rather  than 
remain  to  the  close  of  the  term.  After  a  vacation  of  two  weeks, 
Mr.  S.  W.  Ferguson  took  the  school,  but  as  it  is  still  in  session 
no  report  can  at  this  time  be  made. 

District  No.  3. 

Miss  Bickford  taught  the  summer  and  fall  terms,  and,  though 
laboring  against  some  unfavorable  circumstances,  had  a  good 
school  and  her  final  examinations  were  the  most  satisfactory-  I 
have  ever  witnessed  in  the  district. 

Winter  term.  Parker  Smith  is  teaching  at  the  time  of  sub- 
mitting my  report,  with  his  usual  diligence  and  success. 

District  No.  4. 

Mr.  Smith  taught  both  the  summer  and  fall  terms,  to  the 
great  advancement  of  the  pupils  and  satisfaction  of  the  parents, 
and  proved  that  man  can  succeed  in  doing  woman's  work. 

Winter  term,  Miss  Abby  Todd,  teacher.  With  larger  schol- 
ars and  a  larger  school,  Miss  Todd  showed  as  conclusively  that 
in  the  school  room  a  woman  can  do  a  man's  work  and  deserves 
equal  pay.    It  has  been  a  profitable  year  for  Low  Plain. 

District  No.  5. 

Both  terms  were  taught  by  Mrs.  Sarah  J.  Baker.  Her  long- 
experience  in  teaching,  her  patience  and  perseverance  fit  her  ad- 
mirabhT  for  this  school.  Tt  is  a  hard  school  on  which  to  make  a 
distinctive  mark.  It  is  saying  all  that  need  be  said,  she  did  the 
best  she  could,  and  no  one  could  do  better. 
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District  No.  6. 

Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  Alma  Paine,  a  graduate  of  the 
Boston  High  School.  This  was  her  first  term's  work  as  teacher, 
and  it  was  very  successful.  Her  methods  of  teaching  are  excel- 
lent, and  with  this  class  of  pupils  she  did  all  that  could  be 
done. 

Fall  term,  Miss  Augusta  Colby,  teacher.  She  has  great  ex- 
cellencies, in  devotion  to  the  work,  in  system,  in  vivacity,  keep- 
ing the  scholars  wide  awake,  doing  a  great  deal  and  doing  it 
wrell,  and  but  for  her  lack  of  health,  would  be  as  nearly  a  perfect 
teacher  as  can  be  found  for  this  grade  of  schools. 

District  No.  7. 

Miss  Josie  Baker  taught  the  summer  term  and  fully  main- 
tained the  rank  of  the  school  and  her  reputation  as  a  teacher, 
and  the  pupils  of  this  district  have  been  greatly  favored  by  re- 
ceiving for  so  many  terms  the  instruction  of  so  excellent  a 
teacher. 

Winter  term,  taught  by  Miss  Addie  F.  Robbins.  The  school 
did  not  suffer  by  the  change  of  teachers,  Miss  Robbins  being  an 
equally  diligent  and  faithful  teacher.  Her  system  was  different, 
and  by  attention  to  the  teaching  of  facts  and  imparting  general 
information,  added  greatly  to  the  usefulness  and  success  of  the 
school. 

Bespeaking  for  my  successor  the  same  patience,  courtesy, 
and  helpfulness  which  you  have  shown  me,  with  the  hope  that 
the  schools  are  none  the  worse  for  my  supervision,  and  that  the 
coming  year's  work  ma}^  be  progressive,  I  leave  in  your  hands 
the  important  work  of  this  office.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  Superintendent  of  Schools  respectfully  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

District  No.  i. 

Belden  Morgan,  prudential  committee.  The  summer  term 
was  taught  by  Miss  Luette  S.  Knowlton,  of  New  London. 
Length  of  school  ten  weeks. 

Winter  term  was  commenced  by  Mr.  C.  S.  Averill,  of 
Massachusetts.  His  health  failed  after  three  weeks  of  labor, 
so  he  was  compelled  to  leave  the  school.  Mr.  Anthony  Jew- 
ett,  of  Springfield,  finished  the  school,  (whole  length  of 
school  eleven  and  one  half  weeks.)  Mr.  Jewett  gave  general 
satisfaction.  Although  the  school  was  interrupted,  the  scholars 
made  a  commendable  degree  of  progress. 

District  No.  2. 

Nathaniel  Messer,  committee.  Teacher  summer  term,  Miss 
Carrie  H.  Cooper,  of  Sutton.  Length  of  school  six  weeks. 
Although  the  school  was  short,  (too  short  for  the  teacher  or 
scholars  to  do  themselves  justice.)  Miss  Cooper  did  good  and 
efficent  work  in  a  quiet  manner. 

Both  fall  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Luette  S. 
Knowlton.  Length  of  terms — fall  nine  weeks,  winter  fifteen 
weeks.  Miss  Knowlton,  has  taught  eleven  terms  of  school, 
ten  of  them  in  the  town,  four  in  her  own  district,  which  speaks 
well  for  her.    She  teaches  well. 

District  No.  3. 

Prudential  committee,  Edwin  Burpee.  The  school  year 
was  divided  into  three  terms,  as  follows :  summer  term,  eight 
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weeks  ;  fall,  ten  weeks  ;  winter,  ten  weeks  ;  taught  by  Miss 
Augusta  M.  Fellows,  of  Boscawen.  It  is  Miss  Fellow's  first 
school.  She  entered  into  her  work  with  enthusiasm,  and 
maintained  it  to  the  close.  She  did  the  best  she  could.  Her 
discipline  was  excellent.  At  the  examination,  some  of  the 
scholars  showed  excellent  progress  in  their  studies ;  others 
not  as  good  as  they  might,  or  ought,  with  the  labor  that  was 
done  for  them.  No  other  school  in  town  shows  so  large  an 
absent  and  tardy  record  as  this,  which  is  one  reason  of  no  bet- 
ter success.  A  neglected  school  cannot  be  successful,  any 
more  than  neglected  business. 

District  No.  4. 

Nelson  A.  Todd,  committee.  Summer  term  of  ten  weeks, 
was  very  successfully  taught  by  Miss  Sarah  Nelson,  of  Sut- 
ton, who  is  a  wide-awake  teacher,  and  imparts  enthusiasm  to 
her  scholars.    It  was  a  good  school. 

Mr.  Parker  T.  Smith,  of  Springfield,  had  charge  of  the 
winter  term,  (twelve  weeks.)  Mr.  Smith  is  an  old  teacher, 
loves  his  work,  is  clear  in  his  explanations,  has  the  faculty  of 
teaching.  With  two  such  successful  teachers,  this  school  is 
second  to  none  in  town,  and  has  but  one  equal,  that  is  District 
No.  7. 

District  No.  5. 

Charles  Whitney,  prudential  committee.  Miss  Emma 
Wheeler,  teacher,  summer  term ;  length  of  school,  eight 
weeks.  At  my  first  visit,  this  school  was  very  restless.  Miss 
Wheeler,  by  her  perseverance  and  patience,  managed  so  that 
at  the  examination  the  school  appeared  well,  and  showed  a 
commendable  degree  of  improvement. 

Miss  Sarah  Nelson,  who  taught  the  summer  term  in  Dist. 
No.  4,  had  charge  of  the  fall  and  winter  terms.  Length  twen- 
ty weeks.  At  the  examination,  the  school  appeared  well,  and 
showed  good  progress,  considering  the  ages  of  scholars. 
There  is  no  other  school  in  town  that  has  so  large  per  cent, 
of  young  children  as  this,  and  none  that  requires  better 
teachers. 
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District  No.  6. 

Prudential  committee,  Edwin  F.  Messer.  Teacher,  Miss 
Augusta  A.  Colby,  both  summer  and  winter  terms.  Length 
of  summer  term,  nine  weeks.  Winter  term,  eight  weeks.  Miss 
Colby  is  an  experienced  teacher,  has  taught  this  school  several 
terms  before,  which  speaks  better  for  her  than  praise  from  me. 
The  school  appeared  well  and  showed  that  both  teacher  and 
scholars  did  their  work  well. 

District  No.  7. 

Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Emma  J.  Davis.  This 
was  her  first  experience  in  teaching.  She  was  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  the  branches  taught ;  was  not  confined  to  text 
books  ;  had  the  faculty  of  imparting  her  ideas  to  others  in  a 
remarkable  degree,  which  is  necessary  to  succeed  in  teaching. 
Length  of  school  ten  weeks. 

Winter  term.  Miss  Addie  F.  Robbins,  teacher.  Miss  Rob- 
bins  has  taught  this  school  before.  She  had  the  confidence  of 
parents  and  scholars,  and  deserved  it.  The  school  is  second 
to  none  in  town.  Joseph  C.  Adams,  prudential  committee. 
Length  of  school  eleven  weeks. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 

There  has  been  in  the  aggregate,  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  and  one- half  weeks  of  school  the  past  year,  at  an  ex- 
pense in  teachers'  wages  of  $879.  There  have  been  employed 
nine  different  teachers  who  have  given  general  satisfaction. 
There  is  one  fault  common  to  most  of  the  teachers,  which,  if 
corrected,  would  aid  materially  in  their  usefulness.  .They  are 
confined  too  closely  to  the  text  books.  Instead  of  considering 
them  the  foundation  on  which  to  build,  they  treat  them  as  the 
structure,  or  in  other  words,  they  teach  just  what  is  taught  in 
the  books,  and  no  more.  Most  children  can  learn  how  to 
analyze  a  hard  sentence  or  solve  a  difficult  problem,  or  pro- 
nounce hard  and  long  words,  but  if  they  do  not  know  why  a 
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sentence  is  thus  analyzed  or  a  problem  thus  solved,  or  the 
meaning  of  what  they  read,  it  does  them  but  little  good  and  is 
soon  forgotten ;  but  give  them  the  reason  of  a  thing  and  see 
they  understand  it,  they  acquire  knowledge  that  is  practical 
and  will  be  retained.  Then,  instead  of  spending  a  portion  of 
their  time  each  term  in  learning  what  they  have  forgotten  dur- 
ing the  vacation,  they  might  commence  the  term  at  least 
where  they  left  off  the  preceding  term,  and  thus  make  con- 
stant improvement. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  former  su- 
perintendent, after  making  an  examination,  I  made  a  change 
in  reading  books,  substituting  the  Franklin  series  for  the  old, 
which  I  trust  will  be  an  improvement.

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  submits  the  following  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  March,  1881  :  —

Amount  of  literary  fund  ......         66  23 

Total  amount  appropriated  for  schools     .       .      $955  08 

For  other  particulars  in  relation  to  the  school  money  you 
are  respectfully  referred  to  the  statistical  table  annexed. 

Of  the  twelve  different  teachers  employed  in  town  during  the 
past  year,  a  majority  were  teachers  of  experience  and  superior 
capacity  to  govern  and  instruct.  I  think  the  town  never  received 
more  benefit  from  the  expenditure  of  school  money  than  during 
the  past  year.  Our  schools  have  been  as  successful  as  we  could 
reasonably  have  expected. 

Teachers  have  generally  aimed  to  be  thorough  in  their  in- 
struction, and  sustained  good  order.  There  has  been  general 
prosperity  in  all  the  districts.  I  think  the  success  may  mainly 
be  attributed  to  the  care  and  good  common  sense  used  by  the 
prudential  committees  in  employing  capable  and  efficient  teach- 
ers. My  advice  to  the  prudential  committees,  in  the  performance 
of  their  official  duties,  is  to  regard  the  interests  of  the  district 
rather  than  their  own  private  interests  or  that  of  their  personal 
friends. 

In  selecting  teachers,  the  prudential  committees  have  entire 
control  in  the  employment  of  teachers,  and  the  superintending 
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committee  can  only  exercise  the  veto  power  where,  in  his  opinion, 
he  or  she  fails  to  pass  a  legal  examination.  In  most  cases  the 
teacher  is  hired  and  probably  announced  through  the  district, 
and  all  arrangements  made  for  the  commencement  of  the  school, 
before  the  superintendent  has  an  opportunity  to  judge  in  regard 
to  the  qualification  or  fitness  for  the  school.  To  refuse  a  certifi- 
cate then  has  a  tendency  to  injure  the  teacher  and  disturb 
the  feelings  of  the  prudential  committee,  and,  perhaps,  cause 
discord  in  the  district. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  requiring  a  thorough 
and  systematical  teaching  of  the  common  and  elementary 
branches  of  learning.  There  is  too  much  disposition  to  intro- 
duce the  higher  branches  of  study  into  our  common  schools. 
Parents  should  discountenance  this  idea,  for  it  is  detrimental 
to  the  educational  interests  of  children.  I  am  happy  to  note 
the  general  interest  parents  and  citizens  have  manifested  in  our 
schools.  This  has  been  done  in  various  ways, —  by  visiting  the 
schools  at  the  close  and  different  times,  sending  their  children 
regularly,  and  by  words  of  encouragement  to  the  teacher.  To 
seek  our  own  interest  and  the  benefit  of  our  children,  we  must 
encourage  and  perpetuate  the  common-school  system. 

DISTRICT  NO.  i.  —  Prudential  Committee,  John  K.  Law. 

Summer  school,  eight  weeks.  Miss  Minnie  J.  Hemphill, 
teacher.  This  was  Miss  Hemphill's  first  school.  It  was  small, 
and  at  the  examination  there  were  only  four  present.  These 
scholars  presented  a  good  appearance,  and  showed  they  had 
made  good  progress  in  the  studies  they  had  pursued.  Number 
of  boys,  two ;  girls,  four  ;  average  attendance,  five. 

The  winter  term  of  twelve  weeks  was  taught  by  Mr.  Anthony 
C.  Jewett,  an  accurate  and  faithful  teacher.  The  recitals  at  the 
examination  were  very  satisfactory,  especially  the  classes  in 
reading  and  arithmetic,  and  the  committee  was  convinced  that  a 
good  work  had  been  done  in  this  school.  Number  of  boys  at- 
tending, seven  ;  girls,  three ;  average  eight. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  2.  — Prudential   Committee,  Frank  P. 

Messer. 

The  summer  term  of  eight  weeks,  and  fall  term  of  eight  and 
three-fifths  weeks,  were  both  taught  by  Miss  Emma  J.  Davis. 
Although  the  school  consisted  mostly  of  small  scholars,  the 
closing  examinations  showed  that  good  progress  had  been  made, 
and  the  teacher  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  her  pupils  ; 
but  if  the  reins  of  government  had  been  drawn  a  little  tighter  at 
the  commencement  of  the  term  it  would  have  been  an  advan- 
tage to  the  school.  Number  of  boys  attending,  seven  ;  girls, 
ten  ;  average  attendance,  twelve. 

Winter  term  of  nine  weeks  was  taught  by  Mr.  Edwin  F. 
Hastings.  Pie  labored  hard  and  faithfully  for  the  interest  of 
his  school,  and  succeeded  well.  Many  of  the  scholars  are  far 
advanced  in  their  studies,'  and  average  considerably  older  than 
the  other  scholars  in  town.  The  closing  examination  proved 
there  had  been  good  instruction,  and  the  scholars  manifested  a 
large  amount  of  talent.  Number  of  boys  attending,  ten  ;  girls, 
thirteen  ;  average  attendance,  twenty.  ■ 

DISTRICT   NO.  3.  — Prudential   Committee,   Amos  H. 

Whipple. 

Both  summer  and  fall  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Eliza  J.  Sar- 
gent, of  eight  weeks  each.  Miss  Sargent  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Normal  School,  and  is  an  earnest,  hard-working  teacher.  All 
the  classes  presented  a  good  appearance,  and  gave  evidence  of 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  various  topics  in  which  they  were 
examined.  Excellent  discipline  prevailed,  which  proved  to  be 
very  valuable  to  this  school.  Number  of  boys  attending,  four- 
teen ;  girls,  nineteen  )  average  attendance,  twenty-nine. 

Winter  term  of  twelve  weeks,  under  Mr.  H.  S.  Sleeper,  gave 
good  satisfaction.  This  school  requires  patience  and  persever- 
ance to  manage  it  successfully.  Mr.  Sleeper  possessed  these 
desired  qualities,  and  the  result  was  a  profitable  term.  He  won 
the  esteem  of  his  scholars,  consequently  good  order  was  secured 
with  little  effort.  The  closing  examination  was  attended  by 
several  of  the  parents  and  citizens.  All  the  classes  examined 
appeared  well.  Number  of  boys  attending,  fourteen  ;  girls, 
fifteen  ;  average  attendance,  twenty-five. 


DISTRICT  NO.  4.  —  Prudential  Committee,  Leonard  P. 

Gould. 

The  summer  and  winter  terms  were  both  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  Miss  Addie  E.  Gould,  —  summer  term  of  ten  weeks  and 
winter  term  of  thirteen.  Miss  Gould  is  a  teacher  of  some  expe- 
rience, also  a  graduate  of  the  Normal  School,  who  during  both 
terms  gave  entire  satisfaction,  so  far  as  I  know,  to  parents, 
scholars,  and  the  committee.  Her  school  was  a  model  one.  The 
scholars,  especially  the  older  ones,  are  entitled  to  praise  for  their 
efforts  to  improve,  and  their  success  in  that  direction.  Number 
of  boys,  eleven  ;  girls,  thirteen  ;  average  attendance,  twenty. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5.  —  Prudential  Committee,  L.  W.  Phillips. 

Miss  Sarah  A.  Phillips  had  charge  of  the  summer  term  of 
eight  weeks,  who  is  an  efficient  and  practical  teacher.  This 
school  consisted  of  many  young  scholars,  who  were  brought  into 
subjection  by  the  good  government  carried  out.  At  the  exami- 
nation, promptness  and  thoroughness  were  marked  characteris- 
tics of  this  school.  Number  of  boys,  sixteen  ;  girls,  thirteen  ; 
average  attendance,  twenty-three. 

Miss  Mattie  J.  Bickford  taught  the  fail  term  of  eight  weeks 
and  winter*  term  of  ten  weeks.  Miss  Bickford  is  a  teacher  of, 
some  experience,  is  well  qualified  to  cull  out  of  the  text-books 
in  use  that  which  is  thoroughly  practical,  and  teach  the  same. 
At  the  examination  prompt  and  intelligent  answers  were  given. 
A  class  in  arithmetic  gave  evidence  of  very  thorough  drill. 
Owing  to  sickness  and  other  causes,  several  members  of  the 
school  were  not  present  at  the  close,  consequently  the  school  did 
not  appear  as  well  as  it  otherwise  would.  Number  of  boys, 
twenty  ;  girls,  ten  ;  average  attendance,  eighteen. 

DISTRICT  NO.   6.  —  Prudential  Committee,  Edwin  F. 

Messer. 

Eight  weeks  of  summer  term  were  taught  by  Miss  Emeline  M. 
Fletcher,  with  good  results.  This  was  Miss  F.'s  first  experience 
in  teaching.  At  the  examination  a  number  of  citizens  of  the 
town  were  present,  and  the  scholars  showed  good  progress  had 
been  made,  and  the  teacher  gave  evidence  in  appearance  of 
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making  a  successful  teacher.  Number  of  boys,  five  ;  girls,  five  ; 
average  attendance,  nine. 

Miss  Augusta  Colby  had  charge  of  this  school  the  fall  term  of 
twelve  weeks,  and  did  excellent  service  in  it.  Love  seemed  to 
be  the  predominating  spirit  in  her  school-room.  Miss  Colby 
had  taught  this  school  several  terms  previous  to  this,  and  I  think 
her  reputation  as  a  teacher  is  well  sustained  by  the  parents  of 
this  district.  Although  the  school  was  small,  the  exercises  at 
the  closing  examination  were  very-  interesting  and  instructive. 
Number  of  boys  attending,  six  ;  girls,  five  ;  average  attendance, 
nine. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7.  —  Prudential  Committee,  Joseph  H. 

Messer. 

This  school  had  the  services  of  Miss  Anna  Littlefield  during 
the  first  term.  This  was  Miss  L.'s  first  attempt  in  teaching. 
She  manifests  an  easy  and  quiet  manner  in  the  school-room. 
Quite  a  number  of  advanced  scholars  were  in  this  district,  and 
the  examination  showed  that  good  instruction  had  been  given 
by  this  teacher.   Number  of  boys,  six  ;  girls,  8  ;  average,  eleven. 

Miss  Eliza  Sargent  took  charge  ten  weeks  of  the  winter  term, 
with  as  good  success  as  she  had  in  district  number  three.  Every 
appearance  showed  a  great  amount  of  labor  performed,  in  fact, 
I  think  she  did  too  much  of  the  scholars'  work.  Some  of  the 
higher  branches  were  taught,  and  the  scholars  were  profited  by 
her  systematic  teaching,  which  places  her  among  the  best  of 
teachers.  s
